1. The question of the proposed World Trades Union Congress to be held in 
London next June has now been considered by Ministers. It has been decided 
that no action should be taken to postpone the Congress but that the delegates 
should not be allowed to leave this country until it is safe on security ground 
for them to do so. Arrangements to implement the latter part of the decision 
Will no doubt be made between the Hame Office and the Security Service, in 
eer ei with the I.S.S.B,. 


2. In the circumstances, it is not to be anticipated that any general 
Government announcement will be made about the undesirability of holding 
international conferences in this country during 1944.

Thank you for your letter of 16th July. 

The information that EHRENLIKR and ZLOCZOWER of the 

( Fer Eastern Fur Trading Company were at one time connected 
with [ostwag Roat-Onpynrenes? scl nes ae 
Aktiengesellschaft of 19 schiffoauerdamm, Berlin, N. W.65) 
is of great interest to us, Our own information regarding 
Wostwag confirms your report that it was at one time a 
cover for Soviet underground activities. It was reported 
to us in 1929 that the firm was acting as a centre for 
G.P.U. financiel transactions in Europe. This was to 
some extent borne out when in 1933 the Far Eastern branch 
of the Company at 49, Taku Road, Tientsin, was visited by 
a known Soviet agent,( Albert FEIERABEND )( last mentioned in 
your letter dated 29th April, 1938}. 

With regard to Adam PURPISS, this man was 
known to us in 1937 as head of the Tientsin branch of 
Wostwag. The same report of that year mentioned that the 
Wostwag had been engaged in trade with, or for, the Soviet 
in Mongolia for many years passed. On 1017.56, PURPISS 
is said to have been granted Honduras passport No.160 in 


Paris. Soon afterwards he left for London on “fur

Schiffbauerdamm, Berlin, N.W.6. PURPISS is apparently 

a Latvian, and is sometimes stated to have been born at 
Krostavos and sometimes at Honduras, the cate of his birth 
being 14.5. 83. 

We shall attempt to gather as much informati 
as we can about the activities of EHRENLIEB and ZLOCZOWER, 
and of the Fur Trading Company in London, but in this we 
will bear in miné your particular request that no direct 
enquiries should be made which might cause them to suspect 
that a general investigation is in progress.

Dear Captain Liddell: 


I refer to my confidential letter of June 7th 
and your reply of June 14th (No.PF.46551/B.4b) regarding 
the Far Eastern Fur Trading Company. The information 
which you were kind enough to give us about them and the 
other information which T conveyed in my letter of June 
7th to you was also sent to Washington and I have received 
a reply in which they say that this information definitely 
confirms their suspicions that the Far Eastern Fur Trading 
Company is another “dummy” directly seusaaten with the 
Rinna cen have in mind as being agencies of the German 
company. In fact, it is said that Ehrenlieb and Zloczower 
have been connected at various times with the German com- 
pany. 

The letter I have had says that the persons con- 
nected with these enterprises have acted with consummate 
skill. Some of their actions may have appeared stupid

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but in reality on closer examination it is difficult 
to detect flaws in their method of operation. For 
instance, the protracted negotiations for the purchase 
of the Douglas planes could have been avoided if other 
means had been used, but those means might conceivably 
have given rise to the suspicion that the Soviet Govern- 
ment itself was involved. Our people seem to feel very 
strongly that international repercussions might follow 
were these companies exposed or precipitous action taken. 
In the circumstances they prefer to watch developments 
in the hope that eventually they may obtain a complete 
picture of the entire situation, and so far as they have 
been able to ascertain, the actions of these companies 

| = cg now cannot jeopardize international relations.

Information was available in a Moscow paper of May of that 
year that such a company was to be established as a trading 


enterprise in various cities of the Soviet Union which would 


: share its profits equally with the Russian trade delegation 
in Berlin. About 1928 this concession was terminated. It 


is curious, however, that in the amicable adjustment this 


company

company was one of the few companies known to have been 
holding concessions which liquidated its business without 
suffering any loss. It has had various offices in the 
Near East and in China. It has been accused by Gregory 
Bessedovsky, formerly Counselor of the Soviet Embassy in 


Paris, and by Georges Agabekove, formerly a G.P.U. 


functionary, of being an undercover agency for the Congress 


International. In recent years it has had an annual turn- 
over of between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. Ehrenlieb was

one of the executives in Tientsin for a number of years 
for this company. Zloczower was likewise one of the 
executives in Europe. The company itself is suspected of ; 
having been the medium through which funds were trans- 
mitted to Persia a number of years ago. 

It is known that in recent years very large remit-

tances were made to one(Adem Purpiss in Shanghai from 
Mametae Bank in London for the account of the Far Bastern 
Trading Company of London, Purpiss, whose exact nationality j 
is unknown although he is believed to be of Latvian extrac- 
tion, has played an exceedingly important role in the 
affairs of Wostwag and its subsidiaries in the Far East. 

My correspondent says that he would very much appre- 
ciate it if no action be taken by you without notifying us

We were very interested to receive 
the material included in your letter of 7.6.58 concerning 
the Far Eastern Fur Trading Company, Ltd. 


Although the Company itself has not 
previously come to our notice there are certain details 
in the case which lead one to suspect Soviet connections. 


The firm of Herbert OPPUIEL TER, NATHAN 
& VANDYK, solicitors to the Trading Company, has certain 
Commmist connections. 


Curiously enough, none of the Austrian 
subjects mentioned in your report as being directors or 
shareholders in the Far Eastern Trading Company have 
previously come to our notice. 


The general issue that you raise 
regarding the possibility of the Soviet Government using 
“dumny"” companies for the underground work which would 
normally have been done by the Trade Delegation seems to 
us a matter of considerable interest, and we are proposing 
to investigate it further. 


Meanwhile we should be grateful for 
any further information which may come to hand regarding 
such companies.

The Douglas Aircraft Company, Inc., applied recently 
for an export license for three pDC-3 civil transport air- 
planes, one of which was in Amsterdam and two in New York, 
which were ordered by the Far Eastern Fur Trading Co., Ltd., 
on April 22nd, last, from Fokker of Amsterdam, agents for 

0). manufacturers. The machines were to be shipped to. 
Leningrad and flown direct to Outer Mongolia for commercial 
use in passenger and goods services exclusively. 

It is quite possible that the Far Eastern Fur Trading 
Company of London may.be 4 part of the very complicated 
system of interlocking companies, all ostensibly non-Soviet 
in character yet all actually serving the interests of the 
Communist International or the Soviet Government, or both, 
and giving rise to the definite suspicion that these 


@ ompentes are agencies of these bodies, financed, directed. 


and absolutely controled by them. ( On the surface they 


engage in legitimate trading activities but on the side 

they make mysterious transfer of sizeable amounts of money 

to areas where there are or are likely to be activities 
fomented by or favorable to the Soviet organizations. The 
companies, on occasion, have purchased considerable quantities 
of material, susceptible of being easily converted into and 
used for military operations, which have not been justified 


by the economic development or purchasing power of the areas 


to 
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to which they have been destined. As these operations have 
taken place over 4 period of years in countries with which 

the United States is on friendly relations, especially in 
China, we are desirous of obtaining ell information avail- 
able regarding the companies so that we may be in a position 
to take appropriate action if it is necessary. Of course, 

as matters now are, the Soviet Government could do, eae 
its own trading companies, such as Arcos, what these companies 
are doing but it has been our observation that that Government 
has been scrupulously careful to avoid identifying itself 
directly with operations of this nature, preferring the more 
refined method of having its "dummy" companies chartered in 


some foreign country, paradoxically enough, the principal

and purposes subsidiaries of the German firm.
